A return to the custom of entering 
congressional and other political con- 
tests in support of individual candi- 
dates satisfactory to unions emphati- 
cally was indicated as its future 
course by the council, which has just 
wound up a quarterly session, during 
which much time was given to study 
of labor strategy in approaching elec- 
tions. 

The council’s decision recited a 
general resolution adopted by the tfed- 
-eration’s national @$nvention at El 
Paso last year, which laid down, the 
principle that organized labor “must 
be as free from political party domi- 
nation now as at any tite in its 
history.” 

No Aid to Movements. 

The convention’s dictum was car- 
ried further by the council’s declara- 
tion that “no aid or comfort will be 
given those who seek to launch third 
party movements,” and by a decision 
to have prepared for the national con- 
vention at Atlantic City, October 5, 
a set of reports dealing with local, 
state and national political contests. 
These are to carry tentative indorse- 
ments for candidates friendly to la- 
bor, regardless of their party affilia- 
tion. aus 
In behalf of such candidates, par-

| field, the council promised to wage a 


“strenuous non-partisan political

DEFENDED BY POLE 


Action Is, Not Reprisal, 
But Under Provision of 
Peace Treaty—Germans 
Warned Year Ago. 


New York August 2.—(/)—Hipolit 
Gliwice, Polish charge d'affaires in 
Washington, today gave out a state- 
ment here concerning the eviction of 
German citizens from Poland. He 
said the evictions were not made as a 
reprisal, but were carried out under 
the provisions of the Vérsailles peace 
treaty and were the result of nego- 
tiations conducted under the auspices 
of the league of nations. 

Mr. Gilwie said German Silesians 
affected were warned a year in ad- 
vance to prepare for the transfer.

Two Pullmans were derailed, two 
day coaches were derailed and a com- 
bination baggage and passenger car 
was derailed and turned over, and an 
express car, a mail car and the refrig- 
erator car turned over. 

The wrecking train was engaged in 
clearing up this wreckage and had the 
main line practically open this after- 
noon, when the non-stop Macon-Atlan-. 
ta train left here.- There was a loco- 
motive and two coaches and a Pullman 
on that train. At Dames Ferry, the 
crew of the non-stop train received a 
caution order to run slowly, because of 
the derailment abead. 

The engineer of the non-stop train, 
Robert Pittman told the officials of 
the Southern railway that he thought 
the derailed Royal Palm was a half 
mile beyond where it was. He said 
he slowed down, but there was a sharp 
curve at the scene, and he did not see 
the work train until it was too late 
to avert a crash.

- On this page is a very sensible 
communication from J. E. Puett, 
‘postinaster at Cumming, regarding 
reports as to treatment alleged to 
have been accorded people from 
other sections who have recently | 
passed through tHat county with ne- 
gro drivers, or who were errone- 
ously mistaken for bootleggers and 
Subjected to embarrassments. 

The Constitution has repeatedly 
said that the overwhelming major- 
ity of the people of Forsyth county 
decry the mob spirit a® much as 
they do in any other county in 
Georgia. It is gratifying to have 
from such a competent authority as 
Mr. Puett a statement that reports 
have been exaggerated, and that 
there is no disposition to molest 
orderly, law-abiding negroes in that 
county, either in driving through, 
as chauffeurs, or as employed in 
other lawful activities. The state- 
ment of Mr. Puett should be ac- 
cepted in good faith, That rum- 
running from or through that or 
any other county should be stopped. 
There can be no argument among 
law-abiding citizens along that 
Score. As nearly as it is humanly 
possible these arrests should be 
made, and investigations made, with- 
out serious embarrassment, and cer- 
fainly without endangering the 
lives of innocent tourists. This ap- 
plies as much to any other county 
as to Forsyth. The fact is the 
bulk of liquor-running into Atlanta 
is not from north Georgia. ‘‘Moon-

before a committee of the Atlanta 


Chamber of Commerce Saturday the 
plans for the same, the progress be- 
ing made, etc., and urged a suitable 
Georgia exhibit, either in a state 
building of its own, or in the main 
exposition spaces. He conferred 
with the governor, who heartily ap- 
proved of the formation of a state 
exposition commission, and other 
state-wide conferences will be held 
during the week. 

Many of the older citizens of 
Georgia attended the Philadelphia 
Centennial exposition held in 1876, 
and remember the invaluable results 
of that occasion, from which sprang 
a new industrial, agricultural and 
economic era in this country, and 
especially in the south. The expo- 
sition next year will be the most 
ambitious of any of the great in- 
ternational expositions held in 
America, and will be attended, it is 
estimated, by not less than 50,000,- 
000 people. Most of the nations of 
the world will be officially repre- 
sented, the United States govern- 
ment will take a leading part, and 
a great many states have already 
taken legislative action looking to- 
ward proper exhibits. 

Such an exposition as proposed 
can properly only be held in Phil- 
adelphia, and the progress already 


made, as outlined by Colonel Collier, 


assures its success in the magnitude 


of its original conception. 


Georgia has already reaped mag- 
nificent results from the Southern 
Exposition held in” Grand Central 
Palace in New York this year. The 
investment made, through the ef- 
forts of the Atlanta Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce, in that exhibit 
has already paid more than satisfac- 
tory dividends, and the dividends 
will continue to come in as time 
passes. Georgia needs to be at the 
Southern Exposition again next 
year. It also needs to be at the 
Sesquicentennial in Philadelphia. 
Both of these can be accomplished 
with one effort.

Favors Amending Present 


Marriage License Law 


Editor Constitution: Recently there has 
heen a great deal said and written by a 
few preachers and women's clubs critivis- 
ing a bill that was introduced in the house 
of representatives by Representative J. R. 
Rosser, of Walker county, amending the 
present marriage license law. 


valuable paper I shall undertake to show 
a few of the many reasons why as a citi- 
zen of this state and with a desire to see 
every law which is for the betterment of 
this state passed on favorably by the legis- 
| lature of Georgia. 

| The bill in question does not relieve boys 
and girls—that is, those under 21 years of 
age—from posting notice as now required 
by the present law, but simply accords 
the privilege to men and women who are of 
legal age to apply for and receive a mar- 
riage license without having to publish to 
the world their intention of so doing. 

The marriage law of this state as it now 
stands makes no difference between a boy 
and a girl who are 16 years of age and a 
man and woman who are 25 or 30 years 
of age. 

If a minor in this state inherits property 
the law requires a guardian to be appointed 
to leokx after the affairs of that minor, 
but if a man or woman who are of age 
inherits property the law declares them to 
be competent to attend to their own af- 
fairs. Whr then accord them the 
privilege of making a marriage contract as 
they see fit withont having to publish their 
private affairs to the whole state? 

The present law as relating to persons 
of age is unnecessary and useless, There 
ian no objection that can be filed by anrone 
to prevent the ordinary from issuing this 
license except that it can be proven that 
they are related, as prohibited by the mosaic 
law, or that either are married and not 
divorced or that either hare been adjudged 
insane by a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. 

The opposition will say that it prevents 
hasty marriages. May I ask among whom 
are hasty marriages most prevalent? Is it 
net among boys and girls who are 16 and 
18 years of age? Can the contention of the 
opposition that hasty marriage canses hasty 
divorce be proven from the court records 
of Georgia?

Only one-third of the 60-day legis- 
lative term remains, and there will 
not be another regular session until 
the summer of 1927. 

Let us sincerely hope there will be 
no extra sessions. It will be a bad 
precedent with which to begin the 
biennial system. 

In the meantime we must not for- 
get that all proposed constitutional 
amendments must be finally passed 
upon by the people. Wise provision! 
‘To that end if we do not submit 
proposed tax revision and_ school 
amendments at this session no prog- 
ress along these lines can be made 
until after the fall election of 1928. 

When we stop to measure the short- 
ness of life at best every day ought to 
count—and count for good, and for 
the right. 

We need to revise our tax laws in 
the interest of justice and fairness 
to the taxpayers. 

We need on the whole, lower taxes 
and greater revenues! 

At first glance some one may’ say 
that would be a contradictory situa- 
tion, and therefore impossible. 

On the contrary it is both possible 
and feasible— 


By equitable distribution.

The tax trouble in Georgia is due to 
a laek of equitable distribution. 

Our constitution provides for uni- 
formity— | 

But there is no uniformity and no 
justice when different properties on 
the same street, or adjoining farms, 
are assessed for taxation with a wide 
spread between tax values, respective- 
ly, as compared to their stabilized 
market values. 

And yet that is true—the tax 
equalization law to the contrary not- 
withstandins—in every county in 
Georgia. 

There is no uniformity and no jus- 
tiee when a holder of only a $5,000 
equity in a property worth $20,000 
is required to pay taxes on the entire 
property, and the holder of the $15,000 
mortgage hides it in a safety vault— 
and pays no taxes. 

The mortgage holder appeases his 
conscience by the thought that if he 
“sives in” the intangible, while the 
equity holder “gives in” the tangible, 
it will be double taxation. 

But the poorer of the two is penal- 
ized, and the richer is immunized. . Is 
that fair? 

There is no uniformity or justice 
when a county is unlimited in the 
millage it may assess. Ora municipal- 
ity, as for that matter.’ 

There are towns in Georgia where 
the combined state, county, municipal, 
school, special and so on taxes are 
practically confiscatory. 

‘lhe extreme levies are made be- 
cause the intangible wealth is not 
taxed and the tangible wealth is too 
small to pay the expenses of govern- 
ment without high or confiscatory 
rates. 

There is no uniformity or justice 
when tangible property values may 
be abnormally increased to par or 
more, at the will of a board, or pos- 
sibly one man, in order to fool the 
people by not increasing the millage. 


There is no uniformity or justice 
when a school board may erect a 
tax wall around a county’s greater 
volume of taxable wealth for one or 
two standard schools, and leave a 
majority of the children of. the county 
with one-room shacks, short terms and 
third-grade teachers. 

The fact is taxation in Georgia is 
not on a uniformly fair basis. 

And the crazy-quilt, unsatisfactory 
method of distribution is responsible.

JUDGE GARY DISCOVERS 
SOMETHING. 

According to the papers, Elbert H. 
Gary, chairman of the ‘oard of direc- 
ors of the United States Steel cor- 
poration, declares he has been a fairly 
strong person all his life, that he never 
had a cold until he was eighteen—in 
fact he didn’t know what it meant. 
Well, 1 can believe that last part. 
In fact 1 doubt whether the judge 
knows what it means even row. He 
goes on to boast a little, according to 
the papers. He says he worked hard, 
slept outdoors, was often caught in the 
rain and drenched, but he was never 
bothered with catching cold. 

But that isn’t the judge’s discovery 
I could have told him that of course 
a man can’t catch any disease in that 
way. I’ve been trying to tell him so 
for about twenty years, but 1 suppose 
the judge is one of the many, many 


owns no tangible property and lives 
in a rented home— 

But whose children go to school 
maintained by taxpayers, who drives 
his automobile—which he does not re- 
turn for taxes—over streets paved by 
taxpayers, and who enjoys every pro- 
tecting service of government paid for 
by taxpayers. 

There are thousands of just such 
individuals in Georgia—not a few in 
Atlanta. 

Those people should be reached—in 
fairness to themselves and to the mul- 
titude of other Georgians who carry 
the tax burdens. 


How? By a thoroughly reasonable 
and sound elassification of properties 
for state ad valorem tax purposes 
only; the total exemption of certain 
intangible classes from any county 
or local taxes; the limitation of the 
maximum millage on any class for 
state purposes at 5 mills, as at 
present; the strict limitation of coun- 
ty and municipal millage; and the 
optional authority to counties to as- 
sess an income tax, reasonable and on 
“nets,” against those individuals whose 
incomes are in excess of the present 
federal exemptions—which exemptions 
should obtain—who do not appear on 
the digests as taxpayers. 


In order to overcome any designed 
defeat of such a law by such an in- 
dividual giving in a minimum proper- 
ty in order to qualify on the digests 
the county should be given authority 
to adopt a credit system if it so 
desires,

In a nutshell— 

My plan is to give the counties the 
option to impose a reasonable net in- 
come rate as a secondary, and not as 
a primary tax, only against those 
whose incomes above exemption war- 
rant such taxes but who escape be- 
cause they are not liable under an 
ad valorem system; to restrict sharp- 
ly the ad valorem rate in each county; 
to place all county schools on a tax 
parity— 

And for the state to soundly classify 
properties under the present ad va- 
lorem system, with the maximum rate 
for any class to remain as at present,

The judge’s great discovery is the 
fact that most of us eat too much.

Another doe- 
tor whose name I will omit lest some- 
body accuses me of egotism, rediscov- 
ered it twenty years ago. A guy by 
the name of George Cheyne discovered 
it over two hundreds years .go. An 
Italian named Cornaro discovered it 
400 years ago. 

But if Mr. Gary enjoyed such good 
health as a boy and kept his teeth 


180 well it must be that he had the 


right diet, that is, the right diet for a 
growing boy, That would not be the 
right diet for a man of years who 
does no work and lives by his wits. 
[ce cream and pie for dessert are 
absolutely good healthful nourishing 
digestible food for a live boy or girl ; 
they may not be the best dessert for 
a man of ample years and no real 
work to do. The normal, healthy, ac- 
‘ively playing or working boy or girl 
breaks no rule or law of hygiene in 
ordering pie a la’ mode for dessert. if 
hungry for that combination. The 
hov’s or girl’s mature, sedate or in- 
active father or mother, however, 
scarcely has anv real use foz the addi- 
tional calories vielded by such dessert. 
The habit or desire or appetite for 
such superfluous food grows on one, 
and it is wise to curb it, when one 
attains maturity even if one has to zo 
to a hospital to have the curbing done. 
as did Judge Gary. ‘The boy and girl 
in their earlier ‘teens ought to eat 
rings around father or mother, as a 
rule, for the young ones need not 
only a maintenance ration for ordi- 
nary wear and tear and constant mus- 
eular energy, but must also stoke con. 
siderable fuel to provide fcr the de- 
mands of growth. a business from 
which father and mother have per- 
manently retired. 

One thing Mr. Gary discovered] 
seems nearly right to me. He says 
every human being should go to a 
hospital to be checked up periodically. 


other classes to be reduced, and cer- 
tain classes to be exempt from local | 
taxation. 

In this connection I would require 
that the tax on realty, both state and 
local, should be met on a prorata basis 
by both the mortagor and the mort- 
gagee, as shown by the records in the 
county clerk's office. 

I would automatically equalize all 
taxes by fixing in each class a defi- 
nite tax line based on the property's 
market value on the day designated 
for tax returns—realty equities and 
relating mortgages to toe the same 
line. 

It is simple, and will raise more 
money for the state and for each 
county than at present, and by dis- 
tribution radically reduce the tax bur- 
dens of a great majority of the people, 
and eliminate unfairness and _jn- 
justices, and take the burden off of 
realty. At the same time it will im- 
pose no double taxation. 

Proper governmental economies will 
always reduce taxes if the savings 
are thus employed. 

With this system I would couple 
up a governmental economy plan that 
would do more for the school boys and 
girls of Georgia, and less for political 
grafters.

On Educational Program 


Editor Constitution: Permit me to most 
heartily indorse the article of Governor 
Hugh Dorsey in your Thursday's paper on 
the best way to advertise Georgia. 

The one need of our great state ia bet- 
ter educational opportunities for ‘all the 
children. Our towns and cities are giving 
their ehildren good advantages but there is 
still room for improvement. But our rural 
schools are not meeting the needs of this 
age. j 

We ought to let the world know that we 
are going to give to every child in the 
limits of our state the opportunity to af- 
tend for not less than nine months of the 
year a first-class school suited to the needs 
of the times. That education should ex- 
tend through the high school of 11 grades. 

The Georgia Edueation association at its 
recent convention in Macon with a member- 
ship of over 7,000, unanimously indorsed 
the program of $5,000,000 for the common 
schools and $1,000,000 as an equalization 
fund to be used in the rural schools of the 
state. This $6,000,000 together with five 
mills local tax in the counties of the state 
would give the cause of education an im- 
petnus that could not be halted, 

President Martin, Vice President Glausier 
and I appeared before the 
committee and urged the support of this 
program. However, the committee recom- 
mended only $5,000,000 in all. The house 
has approved the committee's recommen- 
dation.. This seems to me a big mistake. 
The money is in Georgia. It is the general 
assembly's duty to find it. Georgia's chil- 
dren should not be made to suffer. We are 
not too poor to do it. We are too poor 
not to do it. ‘The best investment a state 
can make is to educate its boys and girls. 

Kighty-elght counties in Georgia last year 
offered in the rural school not more than 


six-months school term to over 130,000 white 
ehildren. As only about 70 per cent of our 
children attend school the white children 
served hy these schools must number close 
to 200,000, These are being robbed of their 
birth right. These are being deprived of 
the opportunity to serve their state effi- 
ciently. ‘These are being consigned to the 
burden of fighting life's battles shackjed 
with chains of ignorance. — It is wnkind. It 
is unjust. It is not Christian. 

I hope yet the house or the senate will 
see the mistake and grant to the children 
of the state this $6,000,000 which with 
county-wide local tax of fire mills will 
give all Georgia's children an equak op- 
portunity for serving their state. 

Let this legislature announce to the na- 
tion that henceforth nine-month schools shall 
he in every community and _ history will 
bless it.

In one of his 
sermons he described the reformation 
in Germany in the following uncom- 
plimentary yet picturesque fashion: 
“Germany was visited XX years wyth 
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 soddes word, but they dyd not earn- 


estlye embrace it, but made a mynzle 
mangle and a hotchpotch of it. I can- 
not tell what, partelye poperye, when 
they call theyr hogges to the swyne 
troughe: come to thy myngle mangle. 
come pyr, come pyr; even so they 
made mingle mangle. of it.” 


The Seldes 


Affair. 


George Seldes, Rome correspondent 
of the. Chicago Tribune, must leave 
Italy at the request of the Italian 
government for sending “exaggerating,. 
false and alarming” dispatches to his 
paper. There is little doubt that Mr, 
Seldes will leave, unless he wants tu 
brave a mob of street bandits with. 
clubs and revolvers, for this is the 
native manner of enforcing agreement 
with the government’s policy Mr 
Seldes’ dispatches were of quite harm 
less nature if we judge by American 
standards. He just depicted the true 
situation in the land of black shirts 
and speculated on the future course 
of events as the trend appeared to 
bim, a trained observer. Over here 
the government does not pay a great 
deal of attention as to what foreign 
correspondents send their papers. But 
here the government is stable. It’s 
not so in Italy. Over there the gov- 
ernment needs constant new explana- 
tions of its strange policies of re- 
pression, suppression and violerce.: If 
Mr. Seldes is forced to leave the cor- 
respondents of five great American 
dailies will ask their papers to with- 
draw them also. They wg cover 
Italy from Paris or Switzerland and 
the Italian government will be w'th- 
out an opportunity to present its side 
of the contentious matters that af‘lice 
the country.

The executive committee of the 
United States Lawn Tennis associa- 
tion, than which there is no more 
august tribunal in the jurisprudence 
of lawn tennis, thus saves the strong- 
est player on the United States team 
for the impending defense of the 
Davis cup. It is highly desirable to 
preserve the amateurism of the strong- 
est player on the team but that is, 
of course, only an incidental boon 
and was not the object of the execu- 
tive committee, notwithstanding any 
reflections of the challenging nations 
on the subject. It is just as well 
to notwithstand such reflections: in 
advance. 

Although the opinion which aceom- 
panies the verdict is a noteworthy 
contribution to the law books of ath- 
letics, the members of the executive 
committee who sat in the Tilden case 
have determined to eschew personal 
credit for the same and, to this end, 
have commanded Ed Moss, the execu- 
tive secretary of the association, to 
protect their anonymity. 

Powers Absolute. 

“T can give the composition of the 
entire executive committee,’ Mr. 
Moss said, ‘‘and I may say that some 
of the gentlemen who sat in,this case 
came a long distance to do so. But 
I must not tell what members of fhe 
committee conducted the trial and 
signed the verdict.” 

The early paragraphs of the docu- 
ment are an ominous writing, and the 
palpitant reader’s palpitations _be- 
come quite hurried. What, he asks 
himself or his next of kin, will be 
the penalty imposed on William T. 
Tilden, the second? The powers of 
the executive committee are absolute. 


It may order such cruel and unusual 
punishment as deprival of chewing 
gum for not less than three days nor 
more than ten. It may even declare a 
man to be a professional and therefore 
ineligible. 

“After due deliberation,” the opin- 
ion proceeds, “the committee in execu- 
tive session unanimously concluded 
and decided that: 

“1—-The giving of a daily interview 
by a player, commenting upon yn 
event in which he was competing, was 
in no way different from writing a 
current article covering the event. 

“2—Where such an interview was 
given to a news syndicate with which 
the player had contracted to cover 
events or supply service for pay, the 
player must be considered to have re- 
ceived pay or a consideration for the 
interview; — 

“3—A resume of the event, giv 
by a competitor therein, containing ‘a 
report of the last day's matches and 
filed and published when the reports 
of that day’s play are current news. 
is a ‘current newspaper article,’ and 
when supplied for pay, constitutes a 
violation of the by-laws of the asso- 
ciation.” 

Cause Seemed Lost. 

Having thus defined the statute, the 
court proceeds to decide “that Mr. 
Tilden committed acts prohibited by 
the by-laws .and was subject to sus- 
pension and to be declared ineligible.”’ 

Ali seems lost when suddenly on 
the still night air the clatter of hoofs 
is heard and up dashes the United 
States cavalry in the next ensuing 
paragraph. 

“In consideration of a statement 
by Mr. Tilden that he had not inten- 
tionally violated the rule and that 
he desired to comply with the re- 
quirements of the by-laws, the com- 
mittee agreed to accept Mr. Tilden’s 
assurance,” to the effect that he would 
not do it any. more. 

“This understanding having been re- 
duced to writing and signed by Mr. 
Tilden, the resolution suspending him 
and declaring him ineligble to com- 
pete was not adopted,” says the hap- 
py ending of the court’s decree, which 
might be summarized as, “not guilty. 
but don’t do it again.”

An Old Electric Principle 


Harnessed 


in a New Way 


The power of the magnetized toy 


horseshoe to draw a pin about, we all 
learned in the nursery. But it re- 
mained for C. S. Weyandt, now vice 
president of the National Electric 
Manufacturing company, to so harness 
this principle as to effectively apply 
it to the Syntron electric hammer, a 
portable tool capable of driving a 
drill into hard concrete at the rate 
of three inches a minute. It pounds 
the cold chisel, the stone point or the 
bushing tool with similar results. 


Motor and gears are not needed 
in this hammer because the operating 
force is the power of electricity to at- 
tract steel. The way this power is 
applied is unique. Connection is made 
from the ordinary electric light 
socket and the current is conducted 
through a small control box (part of 
the Syntron outfit). In this box are 
two electronic tubes which so change 
the current that its pulsations are al- 
ternately directed first to a winding 
in one end of the hammer and then 
to opposite winding. These windings 
or coils enease the two ends of a 
bronze cylinder in which a steel piston

battle in behalf of the Christian reli- 
gion. 

“God endowed him with a wonderful 
mind and an equally wonderful heart 
that, coupled with his power to sway 
thousands with his silver tongue, pre- 
ordained his ultimate destiny almost 
before he had attained his majority,” 
he declared, pointing to the events that 
made him standard-bearer for his party 
at the age of 36. 

“But his accomplishments as a polit- 
ical leader, in the field of journalism, 
at the American bar and on the field 
of battle, where he served as a colonel 
during the Spanish-American war, are 
dimmed by his superb efforts in be- 
half of Christianity,” he said. “It was 
his brightest star, shining in the eve- 
ning of his life. You may be a great 
man, but you cannot be a great Amer- 
ican without having in your heart the 
religion of Jesus Christ. William Jen- 
nings Bryan was a great American!” 
he concluded. 

Tribute of Hoke Smith. 

Mr. Smith's address opened with a 
tribute to the courage and ability with 
(which Mr. Bryan fought for what he 
believed to be right. Politically, he 
compared him to Daniel Webster and 
James G. Blaine. The numerous ac- 
complishments of Bryan were review- 
ed, and attention was called to the 
policies championed by him—first 
greeted by ridicule and then adopted 
as wise legislation. 


Mr. Bryan’s efforts was that he never 
advocated a policy that was not bene- 
ficial to the masses,” the speaker de- 
clared. “He was always on the side 
of the people. It was this that won 
him the name of the ‘Great Com- 
moner’. 

The speaker. paid particular refer- 
ence to Mr. Bryan’s activities as an 
intense opponent of “imperialism.”

olitics as we know 
said Mr. Allen. “He was 
in almost everything he 
wanted. He ran for senator in Ne- 
braska and was defeated. Three 
times he ran for president and was 
defeated. He was secretary of state, 
but becoming unhappy, resigned. Yet 
no one would regard his life except as 
a supremely victorious one. 

“Every time he was defeated folks 
would say “That is the last of Bry- 
an.’ But Bryan always came back. 
Although political enmity had search- 
ed every seam of his life, we stand 
today unanimous in the purity of his 
life and the sincerity of his pur- 
pose. 

Turning to the days of the Spanish- 
American war, Mr. Allen said: “I 
visited him in his tent and found he 
was not a soldier in the sense of want- 
‘ing to lick an enemy.
